Aditional testimony as to the value of fodder corn

Git Ready for Piowing. 


It may seem tomany of the readers of the Fanuer, 
that there is but little meaning to the heading of this 
article; but to the thoughtful farmer it is a sabject of 
vast importance—one that oaght to be strongiy im- 
pressed upon the minds of all farmers, for there is 
much to be learned in plewiog, and much more in the 
words, get ready before you co nmence to plow your 
land. 

Piowing ought not to be done wholly for the pur- 
pore of getting good crops, but rather more for im- 
provement in the coil, and also for the improvement in 
the appearanve of your farms. Now in order to do 
this, you must first get ready; and here is just where 
the trouble is; we do not stop to get our land in read- 
iness, but go at it ia a harry, and hurry it through. 
This may do in some cases, where the fields are old 
and very smooth; but on the majority of farms in 
Maine there is a great deai to do, or that ought to be 
done in the way of getting ready forthe plow. First, 
remove all stumps and roots, old logs and all kinds of 
rubbish, such as brush piles, bushes, &o. Then clear 
off every available stone—an1 here would say, if you 
are able and not in debt, split or blast those that can- 
not be moved by other means; for it will pay you in 
time, if it doas ovet you dear; but [ would not advise 
any one to get into debt by so doing—better wait till 
you are able, then you can do it and owe no man for 
it. After removing all stumps and stones that it is 
possible to remove, do not forget to fill up all cavities, 
&c., caused by their removal, for the plow cannot 
make good work where the surface is so uneven. Hav- 
ing prepared your land, the next important thing is a

The Starkey Apple. 





In the ‘Agriculture of Maine’? for 1867, Stephen 
N. Taber, of Vassilboro’. writing of ‘‘Orchards in 
Kenneboc County,’’—the article is a practical and 
valuable une, as are all that cone from Friend Taber’s 
pen—says of this apple: ‘Among the native apples of 
our State which should be more generally cultivated, 
is the ‘Starkey Apple;’ the original tree is, I think, 


to the acre a fair average crop, although from eight 
to nine hundred bushels are often obtained. They 
are easily cultivated and profitably grown, new land 
being more favorable for them than old. He feeds 
them to his work horses in preference to meal or oats, 
and they work as well and look as well as when fed on 
either of the latter. They are fed cut with good hay, 
and given at the rate of four quarts (cut) three times 
daily, toeach horse. Mr. Pierson says he has known

No Danger of Over- Production. 





At one of the discursions during the late S ate Fair, 
we were quite forcibly impressed with the trath of a 
remark made by Col. Swett of South Paris, one of the 
veteran farmers and orchardists of Oxford county, to 
the effect that a purchaser would generally give a 
higher pric for large lot of any commodity, th sn for 
aemallone. The subject under discussion was orchard- 
ing, and Col. Swett rem irked that there was no dan- 
ger of an over supply of fruit, apples for instance, 
that the more they were profaced the greater became 
the demani. Tais was ia accordance with his obser- 
vation and experience for more then forty years. He 
also said that a buyer of apples would give more per 
bashel for a handred bushels of one man, than for 
ahundred bushels from ten men,—% trath so eelf- 
evident as to need no argament to sapport it. One 
gentleman did support it, however, by saying that 
a Boston desler in apples auiformly gave him a bigher 
price for the sime kiod of fruit than he give his 
neighbors, because he was able to ship him a large 
quautity from the same point—without the trouble 
and expense of collecting—sad at the exact time when 
wanted. The same rale holds good with thos: who 
sell hay, potatoes, beans, poultry or any farm product 
whatever. In pfoof of this We copy from an exchange 
the following item: *“Mr. C. P. Nichols of Weld, bas 
a noble orchard of 409 trees—some of which hive 
‘been set ten years. He will have 109 barrels of eups- 
rior frait which he has sold for $100 above market 
Pries, because he has formerly soll prime fruit.’’ 
This not only confirms the poiat to which we have 
alladed, but it also confirms another; that the farmer 
who has a reputation for always producing and mer- 
keting an artisle of superior quality, obtains fer it a 
price far above the average market value. It pays

This may be wandering somewhat from the 
subject, but may properly come under the head of 
plowing, and may be of some value if it be so consid- 
ered. Therefore make it your rule to prepare your 
land before commencing to plow, and plow with this 
object constantly in miad —plew for improvement, and 
not for the purpose of impoverishing your land; and 
be sure to leave your soil in a better condition than 
when you commenced with it. If this method were 
constantly practiced, a better system of farming would 
seon be brought about.

Fat Exhibitions. 


Weat Somerset. 

| The Cattle Siow of West Somerset Agricultural So- 
ciety was held on the Show Grounds in North Anson 
Tassiay Oot. IIth. Heretofore we have been able to 
give an inside view of the exhibition, but this year 
only from casual observation. We have no data to 
show the number of eatries or the kinds of stock en- 

From observations on the field we judge that 
the show of oxen was uncommonly light—soarcely 
enough for & town team im apy one town, where 
. there should have been one, certain, in each of the 
towns of Anson, Madison, Starks, Embden and New 
Portland. 

Of cows and the young stock that was a better show, 
though not so large as some years betore—the Grade 
Darhams and Herefords were well represented by the 
herd of W. W-. Pease of Avson number 26. heal, 
among them 7 fine cows, a nice bull, and the best 
live of calves that can be produced ia the Srate. Mr. 
Pease’s young stock is a fine cross of the Durham and 
Hereford. W. W. Waugh of Starks, represented by 
a herd of 17 head, the full-blooi Durhams, amoug 
them a large fine Durham Bull. Mr. Wauge has tak- 
en great pains to get pure bloode! animals from 
which to introduce a line of thoroughbreds that will 
be a great benefit to the county. J. H. Hilcon’s herd, 
of Anson, represented the Herefords, and shows s»me 
good specimens, among them a splendid bull. Edjgar 
Hilton, Elijah Hilton and Otis Hilton each presented 
herds. There were otber fiae animals on the ground, 
— by varioas other parties—whom, we did not 
earn. 

The show of horses and colts was large anil very 
fine—no less thau a dozea competing fur the premium 
for family horses, awarded, Ist to EF. llins of 
this village, 21, D. Sievens, 21, of Embdea, and 31 
to Mr, Wasson. We were unable to learn the owners 
of most of the horses and celts, awcnz the latter a 
sprinkling of Kuox Austin Eames of the Cirabassett 
ouse, North New Portland, showel a spl-ndid pair 
of black horses, well matched and good style, 7 years

Och- 
ers hauled with varied resulis, exhibiting on the 
whole some well disciplined oxen. 

The morale of the exhibition we quote from the 
Reporter, whose editor, Col. Smith, was present an 
earnest observer of what was goiog on,—‘*The crowd 
was very large ou the grounds—and a quieter one wis 
never seen. We never look about for them, but we 
did not see during the day, a man under the influence 
of liquor. To our mind there is no higher praise to 
be given a people than that of sobriety—no greater 
diegrace than the reverse.”’ 

Wednesday came in with a pelting rain, and the 

fair and horse-trot were postponed until Saturday, 
which opened with fine weather, and brought a great 
crowd of people. At the Fair there wis a good show 
of fruit, but the dsiry sand home manufacture depsrt- 
ment was meagre and uneatis‘acttry. A fair show of 
fancy articles, pictures and paintings were exbibited. 
Amid the jam and want of knowledge of exhibitors 
we are unable to give an account in detail. The pre- 
mium list when printed will do that. 
The trot came off on the “‘park’’ in the afterneon. 
The lst puree was frittered away in an unsatisfactory 
**got up’’ race, between two hors3s that probably 
divided the money and cheated the crowd. The 
secord was hotly centested for, by five horses, none 
of which we knew but the horse called Shepard Koapp, 
owned by Haynes of Norridgewock and driven by W. 
F. Blunt, who won the race despite sll effuris to 
jockey bim out of it. The third purse was contested 
by Benj. Hilton’s bleck horse and a gray four-year- 
old from Smithfield, and won by the latter. Not be- 
ing in the ring we are unab‘e to give time or details 
of the races. 

We und:rstand that the Show and Fair ar a whole 
has been very satisfactory im its financial results, 
though it woul have been more successful if the rain 
of Wednesday had not intervened.

Fall Munayement of Bees. 


All honey for market should go this month and next. 
Any honey leaking from the glares boxes should be 
wiped away before packing. Paste heavy paper over 
the opening, to keep out duet and insects, The cases 
to carry itin should be small, holding about fifty 
pounds, as mentioned last month. Boxes should not 
be packed one on the other, and the cases, instead of 
being just twenty-six inches long, by « foot wide, may 
be made to suit the size of box, varying from that 
length, if need be, one inch or two wider or longer. 
Ao exact fit should be made so that no sliding can take 
place in the cases. la handling, never allow the case 
to drop, even oae inch, never iside it on the floor, al- 
lowing it to strike on something solid, breaking the 
combs, ruining their beauty, and wasting the honey. 
Give the carriers to u that these things must 
be observed, and if they are, it will go safely. Send 
by canal when practical. Until bee-keepers are oon- 
vinoed of the necessity of removing all infected colonies 
by this time in the season at least, we must expect 6 
continustion of the of tne disease, We will not 
discuss its origin; we know it is contagious; we know 
too if put out of the way on its firet appearance, thit 
it canvot spread. Bees must not be allowea access to 
a particle of the contents of such hive until purified. 
The hive may be cleansed for further use by thorough 
scalding or exposure to the weather for ope winter. 
Those who wish to get their bees in larger hives osn 
do it better now than in severe cold weather. It is 
much less trouble to transfer than ore without experi-

That erratic philosopher, Mr. Wendell Phillips,

‘Well, sir,” said I, ‘the 
arrangeaent of politizs in this country is such that, 
though the law is on the statute book, it cannot be 
executed!* ‘We have nothing like that in England; we 
may not have as gocd lsws es you, but in the present 
day a statute made within forty years, universally, 
systematically, ostentatiously, defiantly, disobeyed is 
not to be found in Great Britain.’ is a won- 
arcby that is governed by an upper clase. There the 

ple are ekulking from political responsibilities. [ 
ad to look on that te, and then on Massachu- 
setts, in the hands of a great, and, as it calls itself, 
an earnest moral party, for twenty years, with legis- 
lation on its statute book, which there is not a 
that ever there has been made a persistent effurt to 
execute.”” 

What is true of Massachusetts is equally true of 
Maine, and probably of every State in the Union. 
The contrast between the execution of the laws in our 
own and in ocher civilized lands, even the neighbor- 
ing British provinces, is psinful, An American 
whose native sense of honor is not too much blunted 
by familiarity with oontempt for lyw, should hang his 
head in shame when forced to confess that miny of 
our laws, even those whose existence and whose pro- 
visions are notorious by reason of their recent enact 
ment, and the public dissussion by which it was pre- 
ceded, are openly and defisntly disregarded; that ia 
face of this fact the legislature dare not, or will not 
provide for their enforcement. What are laws for? 
It is very plain that unless enforced they cannot ef- 
fect their objects. ‘But the law is a bad one,”’ says 
Time-server. Then have it repealed, we say. There 
is no greater folly than the enactment of laws that 
either cannot or should not be enforced. The great 
mass cf such laws that now encumber our statute 
book ought to be weeded out; and the most effectual 
way to weed them out is to enforce them, The im- 
partial exaction of the penalty will soon show the 
character of the law; and if the public disapprove it, 
its repeal will follow. To maintain on the statate 
book a law that is in advance of public opinion, and 
for that reason to sllow certain communities to dis- 
obey it with impunity, if worse than folly. Instead of 
«dacating the people up the observance of the statute, 
it will educate them down to a contempt for all law. 





€#" Hon. John L. Stevens, U.S. Minister to Ura- 
guay, in a recent letter to a friend in this city, dated 
Montevideo, Sept. 11, says that nearly or quite half 
of all the American ships which come to that port 
were built in Maine, a good portion of them owned or 
partly owned in Maine, and he thinks quite half of 
all the captains are from Maine aad Massachusetts.

Grant and his Cabinet. 


The retirement of Secretary Cox from the Presi-' 
dent's Cabinet, soon to take place, gives occssion to 
several journals to speak of Mr. Cox in tones of high 
commendation, and to remark in a very different strain 
upon the course the President has pursued, and his 
present attitude on the questions of public policy that 
have divided his cabinet. 

When the President’s first eabinet was eonstructed, 
it was understoo! that the requirements of the public 
service should be above all considerations of party ex- 
pediency, or rather that the latter should be in no case 
recognized ag an influence in the management of pub- 
lic affairs, With these sentiments of the President, 
Gen. Cox war in full sympathy. His admin‘stration 
of the Department of the Interior has proved him wor- 
thy of the eulogy of Judge Hoar, who at a public din- 
ner in Cambridge spoke of him asa man who, above 
all others he has met in Washiogton, perhaps most 
fitly represented the public conscience and the public 
integrity. He introduced many reforms in his depart- 
ment. The [odian Bureau, a complete nest of corrup- 
tion, that kept us continually involved in difficulties 
with the tribes, and the land office as well, were puri- 
fied. The selection of subordinates in his department 
by competitive examination, and not by political fa- 
vor, the interdiction «f the foul practice of levying 
contributions for political purposes on the clerks, and 
the improved management of the pstent office, was his 
work. 

‘He has resigned,’’ ssys the Boston Advertiser, 
‘‘because @ pressure outside of the government to 
change the poliéy of the department under his man- 
agement has rendered his further retention of the of- 
fice a burden too great for endurance.’”” The Adver- 
tiser does not expressly blame President Grant, but 
had Grant stood firmly by his Secretary, does any one 
believe that the latter would have permitted the rab- 
ble of Pennsylvania politicians, led by Simon Camer- 
on, to drive him from his post? 

The New York Evening Post, formerly an ardent 
supporter of Grant, but latterly his unsparing critic, 
explains the retirement of Gen. Cox in this way: 
“Gen. Grant has changed his mind. He has become, 
what few who voted for bim ever imagioed he would 
become, a politician, a-partisan; he uses his patron- 
age to effect political ends as really as Buchenan or 
Pierce, * * * Having thus changed his opinion 
and policy on a vital point of reform, it is natural 
that those of his advisers should leave him who came 
te him because of his friendliness to that reform. Thus 
Attorney-General Hoar left him some months ago; 
thus Gen. Cox now resigns; and it need not surprise 
the public to hear that still others follow.’’ 

While no one, so far as we know, has successfully 
assailed Grant’s character for honesty, integrity and 
sincere devotion to the public govd, it cannot be said 
thet his administration of the government thus far has 
not disappointed his supporters, He has not shown 
the independence, the inflex'bility of purpose. the 
acuteness in judging men’s characters, that were at- 
tributed to him. He has allowed his public acts to be 

influence! to a remarkable degree by his private likes 
and dislikes. He has interfered in local politics, not 
oaly by expressiog his opinions, but even by remov- 
ing from offiee men who were not of the clique that 
found favor in his eyes. In this manner hé ‘hes at- 
tempted to inflaence the election in “iseouri, where 
the republicans split on the question of enfranchising 
those ex-rebels hqretofore deprived of their suffrages 
by a State test oath, and where the two factions are

In Portland the large brick edifice known as North 
Schvol, swayed as if it was going over. la oae of the 
rchools the teacher told her pups to stop shaking her 
platform. Door bells rang, doors slammed, water 
was upset out of the kettles on the fyor, oralies rock - 
ed, and in one house a lady who was sitting on a sof. 
was ited on the fluor. The compositors and 
editors in the Press building felt the swaying move- 
ment, and in abook-bindery in the third story, the 
shock was so perceptible that a pile of books was 
thrown down, and one of the women employed 
there fainted away. _ People standin; on the wharves 
sxy that they could plainly sce the buildings sway, 
while in eeveral of the caunting-rooms the merchants 
ani clerks state that they the timbers crack and 
could not make out what was the matter. The shocks 
on Manjoy were quite severe; so muvh so that people 
ay, ightened into —* om from ner ** 
a Deering’s bridge the chimney of the 
mill — ovrr. a several parts of the city 
the'shock was not felt. 
In Bangor there were about the same demonstra- 
tions. The Whig says: ‘In many cases people 
rushed into the streets, evidently thinking the houses 
were coming down over their The Supreme 
Judicial court room was cleared of its ocoupants in a 
hurry—the gentlemen of the law having no faith io 
the foundations of the court house. Nobody was hurt, 
however, though several persons had narrow escapes 
from bricks shaken off the “pot a chimney in Pat- 
ten’s store on Maia street. Persons were compelled 
to go alonz the atreets ‘close reefed."’ Oae man had 
his whole set of upper teeth blowa out of his mouth 
by the force of the wind. They were false, however, 
and were recovered.’’ 
In Westbrook the shock wis very sensibly felt, and 
yee more excitement than that of Oct. 22, 1869. 
n one of the school-houses the pupils rushed from 
their seats, being affected, as was the teacher with 
nausea as if sea-sick, A tin plater was seized with 
heart palpitation, and with his fellow-workmen ran 
_ the shop, expecting to see the walls fall about 
them. 
The mail agent on the Portland & Kennebeo rail- 
road informs the Portland Press that a email house 
in Bowdoinham was prostrated by the shock. 
At Winslow's Pottery in Westbrook, quite a quan- 
tity of ware was thrown down and broken, and at the 
Kerosene Oil Works the shock was suffisient to scire 
some of the mep, causing them to rush out of the 
works, fearing ther were going to fall. 
The Lewiston Journal says that the shock was the 
most severe that ever visited that place. Its duration 
wus from thirty - seconds to a minute, and it was ac- 
companied by a rambliog sound, eych as is created by 
a heavy team or train passing. The shock created a 
general sensation of mind as well as body. Its direc- 
tion seemed to be from northeast to southwest. A few 
bricks were shaken from the Hill Mill, and other 
buildings. The operatives in the mills were greatly 
alarmed. 
In Auburn there was a gool deal of commotion. 
People scampered from shoe shops, stores, aad the 
children from echool-houees—as though the buildings 
were falling. Im one school, some children standing 
in the floor, screamed out with fiight, thinking the 
floor was falling beneath them. They ran out of 
doors, and to use their language, ‘foun! nothing out 
there.’’ Persons on the fourth story of Messrs. A. 
Cushman and Co’s. Shoe Factory, say that the oscil- 
lation was exceedingly powerful. The gas fixtures 
shook and the windows rattled—scores of men and 
women pushed down the stairway pellmell. At Wa. 
Crafts & Co's. shoe shop there was a similar retreat— 
the water in the leathera tanks being splashed about 
by the shock. 
At Richmond bells were rung and crockery rattled ; 
in Boston, of course the shock waz greater, and a 
block of granite in a building on State street was 
crasked, ard another block forced from the wall three 
or four inchee; at Waldoboro’ the people were fright- 
ened, and furniture and other things were percepti- 
bly moved, 
Ia Dexter the earthquake lasted nearly a minute. 
It cause’ buildings to rock like cradles, and created 
considerable ‘‘uneasinesss’’ among the natives. 
In Bath the vibration lasted about fifteen seconds, 
swaying building, ‘rattling crockery, Ko.

At Albany, N. V, during the shock the mercury 
in a registering barometer was violently agitated. At 
Quebec several chimneys were knosked down, and 
two persons narrowly escaped with their lives. De- 
syatches from other places are but repetitions of these. 
In Portsmouth, N. H , the shock wis not felt, the in- 
habitants probably not haviag awakened from their 
morning paps. 
It will be remombered that a similar shock of an 
earthquake was felt throughout New ‘England just a 
year ago—or withia two days of its occurrence this 
year, perhaps we may look ia future for the annual 
occurrence of these phenomena, even if they do not 
become atill more fiequent and familiar visitants. 





& The National Conference of Uuitarians held its 
anoual session in New York last week.

Wreck or Tae Ocean Sreamen Campata. On 
Wednesday evening 19th inst., word reached London- 
derry, [reland, that the steamship Cambria, Capt. 
Carnsghan of the Anchor Line, which left New York, 
Oct. 8th, for Glasgow, hal beea wrecked off the coast 
of Doaegal. The information was bruaght to that 
city by the only savivor, John McGuarland, a steerage 
passenger. Tae intelligence was as first disbelieved, 
notwithstandiag the vessel was overiue, bat is now 
ounfirmed by a maltitule of telegrams to the agents, 
press and friends of the passengers. The following 
dispstch summrizing McGarland’s narrative has jast 
been received from Londonderry: 


The voyage from New York was generally fortanate 
botwithstanding unpleasant westher prevailed most of 
the time uatil Weinesdsy the 19ch, between 10 and 
ll o'clock. The Cambria was then uoder siil and 
steaming rapidly. Suddenly when all was apparently 
going well sbe strack on Mistraline Island, a smail 
rocky island, ten miles weat of Doneg.l and thirty 
west of Londonderry. The vessel instantly begaa to 
fill through large ho'es stove in the bottom and the 
fires were soon emtinguished. It becane evident that 
the steamer was hopelessly lost and efforts were there- 
fore directed to save the lives of the passengers who 
were massed upon the deck, Four boats were crowd- 
ed with passengers and launched and put off from the 
sinking steamer. McGarland entered one of these 
aud he saw no more of the ship or other boats. The 
weather was very heavy, aad he thinks there is no 
doubt that all the boats were swamped, and that all 
the only survivor. Almost instantly upon getting 
into the bost it capsized, and he lost all conaciousness. 
On reviviag, he found himself in the sea grasping 
the gunwales of the boat which had righted. He 
succeeded in getting in the boat the second time, and 
found thereio the dead body of a ledy dressed in black 
silk. McGarland was tossed about many hours, when 
be was picked up by the Sarprise, Captain Gillespie, 
who cruised about the scene of the disaster for a long 
time in hope of saving life and property. McGar- 
land says that almost at the very time of the disas- 
ter the passengers and crew were congratulating 
themeelves that the tempestuous voyage was nearly 
finished, and rejuicing in the fact that in one sbort 
hour they would land at Moville. There were cer- 
tainly one hundred and eighty souls on board, and 
perhaps mure. 

A despatch at midnight says vessels jast returning 
from the scene of the disaster in the North Channel 
report that they discovered only a lot of broken spars 
and a few barre!s of flour which formed a part of her 
cargo. Nothing yet has been heard of the three 
small boats which put out from the steamer when she 
ttruck, The hope for their safety has not yet 
been entirely abandoned, but McGarland reports 
that the wind was little short of a hurricane 
which prevailed at the time ani which it would be 
miraculoas for such a surall craft to weather. 

A careful examination of the coast and waters for 
miles around the scene of disaster by river steamers 
fails to discover any traces of the missing bosts 
from the Cambria. The rocks on which the steamer 
struck are two miles from the island. There is a light- 
house on the latter, but there is no warning placed on 
the fatal rock to indicate its hidden danger. The

The following addition- 
a! cetsils of the great hurricane in Cuba are given by 
a Havans correspondent of the New York Herald, 
un ler date of the 11th inst: 

This morning the city was startled with the news 
of the frightful results of the storm in Matanzas, a 
place of about forty thousand inhabitants, about sixty 
miles east of Havana. It is situated on a sort of pe- 
niveuls, facing the bay, the Yumure river flowing 
upon the north side, and the San Juan upon the 
south. Across the former is the suburb of Versailles, 
and the latter the Puebla Minos, both upon low, allu- 
vial ground. That portion of the city bordering upon 


which have been received here the heavy rains which 
have fallen there, combined with the effect of the 
wind, caused the overflow of the two rivers, the wa- 
ters of which met in crossing the city, causing im- 
mense destruction of life and property. All commu- 
nication with Matanzas, both by telegraph and mail 
has been out off since the hurricane, ani the news 
was brought here by a messenger to the Captain Geu- 
eral, whocame on horseback, arriving last evening. 
But few of the details have tr It is known 
that the suburbs mentioned were overflown, and the 
estimated number of those who perished is two thou- 
sand. The warehouses on the banks of the San Juan 
river were entirely destroye!, and the bridges Ballew 
and San Luis over the San Juan, and the Yamuii 
over the river of that name washed away. It is safe, 
moreover to conclude that millions of both public and 
private property have been lost. 
Owing to the want of communication bat little ie 
known of the effects of the storm throughout the island. 
A gentleman recently arrived from Guines states that 
in that plage the roofs and windows of many of the 
houses were partially destroyed. One of the towers of 
the church was thrown down, and the other greatly 
injured, while.the debris falling on the adjoining 
houses caused much damage.

Corrinzp Ative. A correspoadeat of the Bith 
Times vouches for the truth of the following wonder- 
ful incident in the life of Benj. T. Moffet, for two 
years subsequent to the event narrated a clerk in the 
Pension Offive at Washington, and at the time about 
eighteen years of age: 
He was a private in one of the Inliana regiments 
during the war of the rebel:ion, was severely wounded 
in his s‘de at the battle of Fort Donnelson, and taken to 
the hospital at St. Louis. While there, before his 
wound wis entirely healed, he was taken with the 
small pox and was sent to the pest house cn Bloody 
island. The hospital was crowded, anl the p:s:ilence 
was fearfully malignint and mortal. The deaths were 
so rapid, and the bodies accumulated so fast in the 
dead house, that many remained there some days pre- 
vious to burial, and to this circumstance the young 
man owes his life. He had been sick twenty days, 
much of the time delirious, when the change oocurred 
which the physicians pronoanced death. He was 
placed in a coffia and conveyed to the dead house, 
where twenty-five other bodies were waiting inter- 
ment. There he remaiued two days aod nights, his 
time of burial having been appointed for the third 
day. Happily for him during the night or early on 
the morning of the appointed day he cime to his 
eences, and ag his returning reason began to dawn 
upon him, he felt as if awakening from a deep sleep. 
He had been in the habit during his sickness of hold- 
ing consultation through a small hole in the wooden 
partition of his bunk with his next neighbor on the 
other side cf the partition. Upon awaking he accord- 
ingly turned on bis side to address his friend, and was 
astonished not to fad the aperture through which he 
had receive! his communications, and feeling about 
him soon comprehended bis situation. Yet he did not 
once dream that be bad died and was abcat to be bur- 
ied in the earth, but surposed that he had been placed 
into this box to be transported to his friends, and 
that this singular mode of transportation was adopted 
to keep him from spreading the contagion durinz the 
journey. This t ht was evidence that his mind 
was still a little muddy. He lay some time pondering 
upon this idea, and very unco:fortable in his close 
— when be heard some one whistling near by. 
his was the sentry stationed at the dead house, prob- 
ably whistling to keep hiscourage up. Benny accord- 
ingly n to pound on his coffia and call for assist- 
ance. The noise alarmed the sentinel, who fled in hot 
haste to the guard house, and turned out the guard, 
stating that one of the delirious patients had 
from his room, and was knocking aboat among the 
coffins in the dead house. Lanterns were procured, 
and a search among the coffins — They 
soon satisfied themselves that no perron was in the 
dcad house, and were upon the point of leaving, mak- 
ing a great deal of sport at the expense of the poor 
eoldier, who they supposed had been frightened at b's 
own dream, when Moffet seeing a glimmer of lighr, 
aod hearing voices, again commented pounding and 
eslling to them. They again resumed their search, 
and soon found the coffia from which the noise issued, 
and having opened it restored the poor boy again to 
his bed and the care of his nurse. By skillful treat- 
ment he finally recovered, and fear years ago, was a 
in the Pension Offive at Washington.

Fifty thousand rounds of ammunition 
were found, The bombardment lasted only four days, 
and there is much surprise expressed that no more 
vigorous defence was made. It is said that the people 
of the city insisted on the capitulation. 

At Lille it was thought that the surrender was due 
to treachery and was brought about by Bonapartiste, 
who are known to be scheming with their allies in the 
Island of Jersey and in London. The plan of the 
Bonapartists is to place the Prince Imperial on the 
throne, with the Empress Eugenie as Regent.

The negotiations for the surrender 
of Metz have failed and the euvoy has returned to the 
beleaguered town, Gen. Bazaine proposed to surren- 
der all of his own army on the same terms as the sur- 
render at Sedan, except that the regular garrison of 
Metz shourd continue tv hold the fortress, thus releas- 
ing at least half of the investing army. 

Von Moltle refused these terms, because a reduced 
garrison could holl out longer. The entire sur- 
render is expected early. 

Reported French Sacces«es. 

Roeroy, Ost. 20. Duboat, delegate from Paris to 
fours, who landed near this town in a balloon, barely 
escaped falling within the Prussian lines. He gives 
further particulars of the last fight near Paris, of 
which he says he was informed by Admiral Muegut

Dubost says in all the recent conflicts around Paris 
the French have had the best of it. The activity of 
the citizens was prodigicus, Paris was making twen- 
ty-five mitrailleuses per week, two millions of car- 
tridges daily, and cannon and ammunition in propor- 


ion. 

Official advices from Paris to the 18th show that 
the reeolution of the defenders of the capital is un· 
shaken. The work on the fortifisatioas on all sides of 
the city has been completed. 

The French have retaken their positions at Vitry, 
Villejuil, Cochan, Issy, Luresues, Puteaux, Courbe- 
voie, Avinerec, Pierrefette, Stains, La Cour, Neuve, 
Fontenagare, Nogent, Sur Marne, and hold also the 
bridge of Joinville and the [sland of Gensviliiers. 

The forts are armed with 2140 guos, manned by 
130,000 men. In the magazimes there are 3,000,00) 
kilogrammes of powder, and each gun has a supply of 
500 balls. The manufacture of rifled cannon, mitrail- 
leuses, chassepots, cartridges and other munitions con- 
tinues with great activity, and the supply of provis- 
ions is ample. 

End of the Mezieres Armistice. 

London, Oct, 22. The armistice at Mezieres ended 
yesterday, (Friday) afternoon at 8 o'clock. The bridge 
over the Meuse near that place will be blown up by 
the Prusmans to-day, but the bombardment will not 
be commenced until more troops and munitions of war 
can be brought up. The French forces within the 
walls of Mezieres is computed at about 5000 men and 
are fragments of various French Regiments, 


The Army around Metz. 

Berlin, Ovt. 22. Tne Staats Auzieger yesterday, 
in tte account of the afftirs before Metz, says that the 
sickness in the armies is due to the uniformity cf food.

Tours, Oct. 22 The following official cispatch has 
just been received from Neufchateau; On Friday, the 
14th inst., Marshal Bazasine made a sortie with 80,000 
men, crushing the enemy, which consisted of 26 bat- 
talions of infantry aud two regiments of cavairy. He 
also captured 193 wagons laden with provisions aad 
stores of war.

Eagleh Intervention for Peace. 

London, Ost. 23, The telegrams from Tours and 
Vienna announcing a proposal by Ecklaud of an arm- 
istice are substantially true. There is the highest au- 
thority for saying that the British Government con- 
cluded last week that the time had arrived for making 
another effort. They considered the moment critical, 
and felt it their duty to try something.

Tus Crops ror Ocroner. The Depsrtment of Az- 
riculture has prepared a digest of reports on the coo- 
dition of the crops for October, showing taat the wheat 
crop of 1870 is 14 per cent less than 1869, but the 
; quality better. The corn crop for 1870 is the best for 
ten years, the estimated product being 250,000,000 
bushels. Rye yields, in L[llinois, less than in 1869. 
The oat crop is less than last year, excepting in the 
Southern States. The rye, oat, buckwheat and barley 
crops aggregate less than usual. The report indicates 
the average production of peas and beans, but there is 
considerable reduction in the potato yield, ranging 
from 15 to 44 per cent. in the Western and Northern 
States. The sweet potato crop is unusually large. 
The cotton estimate in July was threeand a half mill- 
ion bales; but the last two months have been unf.vor- 
able and may redace the total a quarter of a million 
bales. A large inorease in the product of cane sugar 
is certain. There is no evidence of any large surplus 
to add to the supplies of last year.

‘Legends Relating to the Apple. 


M. D. Conway,ia Harper's Muygazine, srys: 
“OF all fruits, the appie sesms to bave had the ear- 
liest, widest, aad most mystics history. In Greece 
the name of the hardy fruit, which, having appeared 
on the earth about the sime time as mio, bas foilowed 
bim around the globe, became the name for sheep, 
and all manaer of wealth, as ia Rome the flook, pecus 
became pecunia, or money. Taeophrastus enumerates 
it as among the more civilizel fruits (urbaaiores) 
Tacitus says that it was the favorite fruit of the an- 
cient Germans, and a sbriveled apple is among the re- 
coveries from the lake dwellings of Sqitzerland. The 
myths concerning it meet us ia every age and coun- 
try. Aphrodite bears it in her hand as well as Eve. 
The serpent guards it; the dragon watches it. It is 
celebrated by Solomon; it is the healing frait of Ara- 
bian tales. Ulysses longs for it; im the gardens of 
Alcinous; Tantalas grasps vainly for it in Hades. [a 
the prose Elda, it is written, *‘iduas keeps in a box 
apples which the gols, when they feel old age ap- 
proaching, have only to taste to become young agin. 
[t is ia this manner that they will be kept ia reaovat- 
ei youth until Rignarok,—the general destruction. 
Azrael, the angel of death, accomplished his mission 
by holding it to the nostril; and in the Northern 
Folklore ‘Snowdrop’ ia tempted to her death by an 
apple, half of which a croue hss poisened, bat recov- 
ers life when the apple falle from her lips. The gold- 
en bird seeks the golden apples of the king’s garden 
in many a Forse story; aniwhen the tree bears no 
more, ‘*Frau Bertha’’ reveals to her favorite that it 
is because a mouse gnaws at the tree’s root. Indeed, 
the kind mother godless is eo netimes personified as 
$n apple tree, But oftener the apple is the tempter 
in Northern mythology also, and sometimes makes the 
nose grow so that the sacred psar aloae can bring it 
in to moderate siz, 
A Polish legend, given by Mannhadt, says: There 
is a glass mountain, on the top of which stands a 
tree of golden apples. Many vainly try to get on 
the mouatain; but at last the youth, which has fast- 
ened the claws of a lynx to his hands and feet, is 
successful. With the golden apple he calms a drag- 
on which he finds at the entrance, and fiaally, having 
broken the spell that bound the Princess, he must re- 
main with her, and not return to the lower earth. 
la the goddess of Holla’s garden, the favorite fruits 
are the apple and the pear—the latter of which fraits 
retaie l its sanctity in Fraacelong after the introduc- 
tion there of Christianity. 
A Hanoverian legend says that « girl was asked by 
the dwarfs to be god-mother to one of their children 
On the day fixed, she was led down a beautiful stair- 
case, which was under an apple tree in a court, toa 
superb garden, whose trees were laden with fruits 
She was repaid for coming by an apronful of apples, 
which, when she returned to the earth’s surface, 
were foun to be of solid gold. 
Thes2 golden apples are often met with in the North- 
ern mythology. Io some legends it is relatei that 
such may be taken from a tree growing over a fountain 
of holy water with a rejuvenating power—all o: these 
mythe being traceable to the tree and fountain of 
Urd, oneof the Nornir. In the Edda, Skirair offers 
eleven golden apples and the riag of Draupuir (from 
which, on every ninth night, eight equally heavy 
rings drop), to Gerda, if she will retura Freyer’s 
love.””

At length, when many at- 
tempts had been made to destroy this monster, and all 
who proceeded against it were invariably killed, some 
horsemen, by the command of Marius, laid an ambush, 
and shot it with darts from a distance. The skin of 
this Gorgon, Marius sent to Rome; and it was hung 
up in the Temple of Hercules **That this acoount is 
a true one,’’ says the narrator, “the skin, and the 
expedition of Marius, both prove.’’—Oliver Oplic's 
Magazine.
